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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 

CANADA:    Weather  conditions  "became  more  favorable  in  mid-July  with 
some  rainfall  in  the  Prairie  Provinces.    Though  "beneficial,  the  rains  were 
too  light  to  help  crops  materially  in  the  drought  areas  of  Saskatchewan  and 
Alberta,  where  soaking  rains  axe  needed  to  maintain  present  prospects. 
Crops  in  Alberta  are  showing  further  deterioration,  and  wheat  in  both  Albert 
and  Saskatchewan  is  only  about  50  percent  headed.    Rainfall  since  April  has 
been  1-1/2  inches  below  normal  in  Saskatchewan  and  1  inch  below  in  Alberta. 
In  Manitoba,  however,  precipitation  has  been  above  average,  and  the  crop 
outlook  is  promising,  with  wheat  and  feed  grains  well  headed. 

INDIA:    The  final  estimate  of  the  19^3  wheat  production  confirms 
earlier  forecasts  of  a  record  crop.    As  now  placed  at  H09, 58^,000  bushels, 
the  crop  is  slightly  larger  than  the  previous  estimate  of  Hog,S75»000 
bushels  and  is  the  largest  outturn  ever  reported  for  India.    The  19^2  pro- 
duction has  also  been  revised  and  is  now  reported  at  37^» 715.000  bushels. 

ARGENTINA:    The  condition  of  the  wheat  seedings  is  reported  as 
favorable,  but  early  growth  is  still  too  rapid  in  many  sections,  and 
cooler  weather  would  be  beneficial.    Wheat  seeding  is  nearing  completion, 
and  trade  sources  continue  to  forecast  a  sizable  acreage  increase.  Growers 
were  recently  released  from  their  obligation  to  reduce  wheat  acreage.  The 
Government,  on  July  1,  cancelled  restrictions  on  wheat  and  flaxseed  acre- 
age, which  were  included  in  contracts  covering  the  purchase  of  the  19^2-^3 
crop,  and  advised  that  acreage  be  increased. 

AUSTRALIA:    Wheat  seeding  is  almost  completed.    A  reduction  in 
acreage  is  indicated,  in  most  reports. 

GERMANY:    The  number  of  sows  and  young  pigs  in  the  summer  of  19^3 
is  materially  larger  than  in  the  fall  of  19^2,  indicating  a  tendency  to 
increase  hog  numbers  from  the  relatively  low  level  to  which  they  have  been 
reduced.     It  is  believed,  however,  that  the  reduction  so  fax  has  not  been 
so  large  as  in  191*+- 191S*    Hog  numbers  in  September  19^2  and  numbers  of 
bred  sows  were  both  about  a  third  below  1938.    Sows  are  reported  to  have 
increased  from  670,000  head  last  autumn  to  over  1,000,000  head  this 
summer.    The  increase  in  young  pigs  will  not  affect  the  meat  supply  until 
fall  or  winter.    During  early  19^3  there  was  some  shift  toward  heavy  weight 
classes,  and  the  bonus  on  hogs  of  over  265  pounds  was  increased  from  $1.20 
to  31. Uo  per  head.    The  bonus  for  other  classes  remained  at  $1.00  and  $0.72 
per  head.     The  meat  ration  for  the  normal  consumer  was  reduced  100  grams 
(3.527  ounces)  weekly  per  person  after  May  31i  I9^3i  in  order  to  avoid 
further  liquidation  of  cattle  and  hogs  due  to  the  diversion  of  92  million 
bushels  of  barley  reserved  for  livestock  feeding  to  bread-making  for  human 
consumption.     A  further  reduction  in  the  meat  ration  of  150  grams  (5*3 
ounces)  weekly  per  person  is  reported,   effective  August  1.

UNION  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA'S 

WHEAT  PROSPECTS  LESS  FAVORABLE  '  ',' " 

THAN  LAST  YEAR  ... 

Present  prospects  point  to  a.  19^3  whea.t  crop  in  the  Union  of  South 
Africa,  much  "below  the  near-record  outturn' of  18,52^,000  "bushels  harvested 
in  19U2,  according  to  a  report  received  in"  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Relations.    Prospects  are  "below  average  as  the  result  of  a  severe 
drought  that,  in  many  parts  of  the  Cape  Frov'ince,  has  "been  unbroken  for 
several  months.    During  the  active  planting  time,  extending -through  June, 
very  little  rain  fell*    In  parts  of  the  wheat  area,  seeding  could  not  "be 
completed,  and  the  condition  of  the  grain  that  hps  come  up  is  unfavorable. 
Farmers  who  have  not  completed  their  seedings  are  unwilling  to  risk  their 
small  supply  of  seed  by  sowing  under  present  unfavorable  conditions.  Since 
the  crop  will  not  be  harvested  until  November-December,  the  final  outcome 
will  be  determined  largely  by  conditions  during  the  intervening  time. 

A  further  and  possibly  more  serious  threa,t  to  the  coming  crop  is 
the  shortage  of  commercial  fertilizer.    This  lack  is  expected 'to  effect 
some  acreage  reduction  since  the  dependence  of  good  yields  on  normal 
amounts  of  fertilizer  is  recognized.    Wheat  can  be  grown  only  on  the  best 
lands  in  the  Union,  and  the  crop  is  largely  concentrated  in  the  Cape  Prov- 
ince.   Even  on  the  best  lpnds,  however,  the  outturn  is  closely  related  to 
fertilizer  supplies. 

Reports  indicate  that  many  farmers  are  shifting  a  considerable 
portion  "of  their  usual  wheat  acreage  to  oats  this  year.     Some  increase 
in  fallow  land  is  also  reported,  and  this  is  expected  to  supply  additional 
grazing  for  sheep.    If  present  indications  are  borne  out,  therefore,  a 
significant  reduction  in  both  acreage  and  production  might  be  expected 
in  19U3. 

The  19^2  crop  was  the  largest  reported  since  1935  ^nd  was  35  percent 
above  the  snail  crop  of  the  preceding  year.    The  good  outturn  may  be 
attributed  to  the  record  acreage,  reported' at  2,669,000  acres,  compared 
with  2,362,000  acres  in  19^1.    The  increased  domestic  supply  was  about 
a  million  bushels  more  than  the  apparent  utilization  during  the  5  years, 
1935-36  to  1939-^0.    Requirements,  however,  are  now  greater  than  during 
that  period,  due  to  larger  military'  requirements,  population  increases, 
and  higher  income  levels. 

If  the  19^3  wheat  production  is  significantly  smaller  than  average, 
increased  imports  from  Australia  may  be  required  to  make  up  the  shortage. 
Impo-rts  during  the  5  years,  I.936-I9+O,  averaged  a  little  over  a  million 
bushels.    Following  the  small  harvest  of  19^3-i  however,  imports  of  over 
^  million  bushels  were  reported. 
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Prices  to  producers  for  the  19^+2  harvest  were  fixed  at  a  higher 
level  to  compensate  for  increased  production  costs.    Prices  start  with 
25s. Sd.  per  hag  (the  equivalent  of  $1.53  Per  "bushel  in  United  States 
currency)  for  the  highest  grade  wheat,  f.o.r.  producers  station,  subject 
to  an  agent's  commission  of  S&..  per  hag.    In  addition  to  the  price  quoted, 
a  subsidy  of  Us.lOd.  makes'  the  total  return  to  the  producer  for  the. high- 
est grade  30s. 6d.  per  hag  ($1.82  per  "bushel) ,  less  the'  agent's  commission. 
Lower  grades  have,  of  course,  lower  subsidies  as  well  -a.'s  lower  "base  ;prices. 
The  producers'  price  set  on  the  highest  grade  wheat  for  the  previous  lyear,- 
including  suhsidy,  was  26s. 3cL  per  hag  ($1.57  Per  "bushel)  .    The  present  / 
rate  is  9s»  per  ha.g  (5^  cents  per  "bushel)  above  the  pre-war  price. 

The  increase  was  passed  on  to  the  consumer,  the  Government  planning 
to  realize  half  the  cost  of  the  increased  suhsidy  from  an  increase  in 
"bread  prices.    The  price  to  the  consumer  was  raised  to  6-1/2  pence  or  11 
cents  per  2-pound  loaf.    The  price  increase  proved  quite  unpopular,  and 
after  much  puhlic  criticism  the  price  of  "bread  was  reduced  to  a.hout  10 
cents  per  2-pound  loaf. 

In  order  to:  conserve  supplies  of  wheat  and  hold  imports  to  a 
minimum,   it  was  decided  to  continue  the  standard  wax  "bread,  which  re- 
quires the  admixture  of  corn  and  other  grains  with  whea.t.    In  addition 
to  conserving  shipping  space,  the  present  "bread  is  said  t'o  he  more 
nutritious,  and,  according  to  reports,  there  is  no  prospect  of  restoring 
all-wheat  "bread  at  the  present  time..

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COTTON-  OTHER  FIBERS 

SJS&  PAULO  COTTON  PRICES  RISING  .  .  . 

Sa*o  Paulo  cotton  prices  have  shown  a  steady  rise  through  April, 
May,  and  June,  a  period  when  prices  usually  fall  somewhat.    The  spot 
quotation  on  the  Sao  Paulo  market  on  July  l6,  19^3  >  for  type  5  lin^ 
cotton  was  -76.^0  cruzeiros  per  arroba  of  15  kilograms.    The  spot"  quo- 
tations of  type  5»  converted  to  United  States  currency  equivalents  at  the 
combined  rate  for  cruzeiros,  were  11. 0*4  cents  per  pound  on  April  30,  11.77 
on  May  15.  12.26  on  June  18,  and,  after  a  drop  to  11. 9^  on  July  2,  were 
up  to  12.26  again  on  July  9.  and  to  12.  51  on  July  l6.    These  prices  com- 
pare with  9.35  cents  quoted  in  May  19*+2  and  6.5^  cents  in  the  same  month 
of  19U1. 

The  loan  rate  on  Sao  Paulo  cotton  has  "been  set  at  a  higher  level 
each  year.  Beginning  at  5»83  cents  per  pound  on  February  15,  19^1.  the 
base  was  raised  on  June  5  of  that  year  to  7*29  cents.  In  March  of  19^2 
the  "base  was  set  at  8. IS  cents,  hut  was  raised  on  June  19  to  9 . S3 •  The 
loan  .r.a.te  for  the  crop  harvested  during  the  calendar  year  19^3  was  se^ 
March  30  of  this  year  at  10.79  cents  for  type  5»  'anc'-  grade  differences 
were  announced  on  April  l6.    The  Bank  of  Brazil  will  handle  all  the  loans. 

There  are  provisions  this  year  for  four  half  grades  in  order  to 
compare  "better  with  the  quality  variations  in  grade  standards  for  Sao 
Paulo .cotton.    Grade  differences  for  the  19^3  cotton  loan,  compared  with 
differences  set  for  the  preceding  year ,  are  shown  in  the  following  table.

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The  loan  value  generally  operates  to  set  a,  minimum  price  "base. 
A  maximum  was  set  April  12  of  this  year  "by  order  of  the  Coordinator  of 
Economic  Mobilization,  setting  13.49  certts-  per  p.ound  as  the  domestic 
price  ceiling  for  type  5  lint  cotton  with  a  staple  length  of  28  to  30 
millimeters.    A  general  price  ceiling  had  been  set  early  in  January,-  - 
establishing  all  prices  at  the  level  of  December  1,  19^-2,  to  remain 
in  effect  until  individual  commodity  readjustments  could  he  made  where 
needed. . 

As  the  spot  cotton  price  on  that  date  was  10.99  cents,  there  was 
left  a  range  of  only  0.20  cent  for  fluctuation.    Actually,  prices  held 
around  11.12  through  most  of 'January,  and  there  was  a.  lack  of  understand- 
ing as  to  whether  cotton  really  was  included  in  the  general  ceiling  price. 
The  April  order  allows  a  difference:  of  2.50  cents  between  minimum  and 
maximum  prices.    All  prices  are  quoted  without  deductions  for  interest 
and  other  charges. 

The  cotton  Growers  Association  in  .Sao  Paulo  ha.s.-been  working 
constantly  for  an  increase  in  loan  rates,  and.  a  member  has  announced 
unofficially  that  he  believes  the  rate  will  be  increased  soon  from  10.79 
cents  to  13.49*    Association  members  believe  that  when  the  war  is  over 
cotton  prices  will  increa.se  considerably  and  the  trade  rather  than  the 
farmer  will  profit  thereby  unless  price  compensation  is  made  before  the 
cotton  is  sold.  >'■ 

A  recent  press  report  in  Sao  Paulo  expressed  the  belief  that  cotton 
prices  will  continue  to  rise  because  of  the  general  rise  in  prices,  due 
to  the  fall  in  the  value  of  Brazilian  currency;  the  intense  demand  after 
the  war,  due  to  the  effort  to  clothe  Europe  and  bring  general  world  under- 
consumption back  to  normal;  and  a.  serious  cotton  shortage,  due  to  the  up- 
set production  schedules  of  wartime  in  the  United  States,'  Bussia,  China! 
India,  and  Egypt,  ..; 

Sao  Paulo  producers  were  said:  to  be  holding  their  crops  for  higher 
prices,  while  textile  mills  are  trying  to  buy  double  "their  normal  quanti- 
ties in  preparation  for  a  period  of  high  prices  and  short  supplies.  Spain 
is  buying  cotton  in  quantities  sufficient  to  affect  the;  local  situation  in 
Sao  Paulo .  : 

The  report  included  a  statement  that  a  heavy  reduction  in  cotton 
acreage  is  expected  in  Sao  Paulo  for  the  19^+3-^  crop,  -because  of  several 
years  of  disappointing  yields  and  prices.    This  statement  probably  refers 
to  the  sections  where  damage- resulted  from  the  severe  drought  of  the 
early  part  of  this  yeax.    Sports  of  annual  average  yields  for  Southern 
Brazil  show  a  steady  increase  since  193^-35*    Prices  in  recent  years  have 
been  higher  than  •  formerly.    During  the  past  year  much  of  the  crop  was 
classed  in  lower 1  grades  than  usual,  but  most  of  this  year's  crop  has  been 
classed  as  type  5"  or  higher. 
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Last  year's  loan  undoubtedly  helped  to  bolster  prices  throughout 
the  year.    A  reduced  crop  in  19*+1-h2,  with  a  lower  percentage  of  the  longer 
staple  varieties,  brought  higher  prices,  especially  in  the  premiums  above 
the  type  5  base. 

The:  continuation  of  higher  prices,  as  expected  by  the  Cotton 
Association,  would  go  far  to  offset  any  decrease  in  acreage  due  to  other 
causes.    The  1943  loan  program  provides  a  means  for  limitation  of  acre- 
age for  the  19^4  'Crop,  but  apparently  no  effort  has  been  made  thus  far  to 
make  use  of  this  provision.     Seed  distributed  so  far  indicates  a  planted 
acreage'  next  year  at  least  equal  to  that  of  the  present  crop. 

Sao  Paulo  cotton  classed  from  March  1    through  May  J>1,  19^3.  is  the 
equivalent  of  more  than  4o4,000  bales  of  478  pounds.    Of  this  amount,  97 
percent  has  been  classed  as  type  5  or  better,  with  ,82  percent  classed  as 
type''  4-1/2  or  better.    Nearly  all  of  it  is  of  good  color  and  satisfactory 
grade. 

During  May,  premiums  for  grades  above  type  5  remained  constant, 
but  discounts  for  lower  types  were  reduced.    A  comparison  of  premiums 
and  discounts  on  May  15  and  May  30  is  given  in  the  following  table.

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LIVESTOCK    AND    ANIMAL  PRODUCTS 

AUSTRALIAN  MEAT  PjJQUIPJSMSNTS  .  .  . 

Australian  meat  requirements  are  now  at  a  higher  level  than  at  any 
other  time  in  the  history  of  the  country.    Among  the  factors  leading  to 
that  conclusion  are:     (l)  the  large  numbers  of  United  Nations  troope  sta- 
tioned in  or  near"  Australia;   (2)   expansion  of  wartime  industries,  which, 
has  attracted  large  numbers  of  people  to  the  cities  where  they  are  de- 
pendent on  meat  supplies  entering  commercial  channels;  and  (3)  increased 
consumer  purchasing  power  of  the  civilian  population. 

In  addition,  Australia  is  "being  called  upon  to  make  export  shipments 
of  frozen  "beef,  mutton,  and  lamb  to  the  United  Kingdom.     Production  and  ex- 
port of  canned  mea/t  has  also  "been  appreciably  expanded  since  the  outbreak 
of  the  war.     In  the  5  pre-war  years  Australia  retained  for  domestic  con- 
sumption 80  percent  of  the  beef  and  veal,  73  percent  of  the  mutton 
and  lamb,  and  82  percent  of  the  pork  produced.    This  year  the  quantity 
retained  will  be  shared  with  the  United  Nations  forces  in  the  Pacific  area* 

Queensland  supports  nearly  50  percent  of  Australia's  cattle  and 
is  the  principal  beef-producing  and  exporting  Sta.te.     A  reported  shortage 
of  cattle  for  slaughter  in  Queensland  at  present  is  stated  in  the  Aus- 
tralian press  to  be  due  partly  to  lack  of  cattle  cars,  trucks,  and  ex- 
perienced drovers,  which  has  at  times  prevented  Queensland  cattle  from  being 
transferred  from  the  breeding  and  growing  country  to  the  fattening  areas.

Cattle  prices  were  high  'in  1942  as'  indicated  by  quotations  at 
Homebush  Saleyprds  in  New  South'  Wales,    in  ''$&c ember  1942  the  average 
price  of  beef  (dressed  weight)  "from  good  :to'  prime  steers  at  Homebush 
Saleyards,  New  South 'Wales,  ragged  from  $6.46  to  $7«'26  per -100  pounds. 
The  . early  spring  price  (September)  went  4s  -high  as  $7.59  to  $8.88.  Prices 
were  maintained  at  mo're  advanced  levels- lihah  in  194l.  


During  1942  large  quantities  of  ^ueenslialrid-'-ciillled  beef  and 
consignments  of  live  cattle  were  marketed  in  New  South  Wales.    This  move- 
ment is  being' regulated  by  the-  Government  m-e'avt- controller  who  decides  upon 
the  quantities  to  be  made  available  for  the  -armed  forces,  for  export,  and 
for  civilian  use,  as  well  as  the  quantity  to  be  canned. 
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MEAT  DEHYDRATION  IN  BRAZIL  .  .  . 

Brazil  now  has  a  scientific  or  technical  "body  which  is  concerned 
with  the  dehydration  of  foodstuffs.    This  organization,  the  Institute  of 
Food  Technology,  wa.s  recently  established  to  study  the  dehydration  of  all 
types  of  foods  and  is  now  attempting  to  raise  a  budget  for  the  work. 

The  foreign  packers  interested  in  this  method  of  processing  meat 
have  obtained  their  information  from  the  Cambridge  Institute,  from  the 
Meat  Packers'  Institute,  and  from  their  home  offices  in  Chicago  and/or 
elsewhere.    Swift  and  Company  maintains  its  own  research  laboratory  in 
Rio  Grande  do  Sul  "but  as  yet  has  not  developed  any  new  methods. 

.Although  four  mea.t-packing  companies  have  installed  dehydrating 
equipment,  only  Swift's  has  "been  in  operation  for  any  length  of  time. 
Both  Swift  and  Wilson  expected  to  he  in  operation  by  the  end  of  May.  It 
is  doubtful  if  the  Armour  plant  will  he  in  operation  on  a  large  scale  this 
season. 

The  main  season  for  dehydration  is  January-June,  occasionally 
extending  to  the  last  of  August.    When  all  contemplated  installations 
are  completed  the  daily  capacity  will  be  about  32  tons  (or  approximately 
70,000  pounds) .     Since  the  supply  of  fat  cattle  is  necessarily  limited, 
the  production  of  dehydrated  meat  will  mean  some  reduction  in  the  nutnber 
of  cattle  slaughtered  for  the  production  of  other  types  of  meat  in  19^3» 
especially  since  drought  has  reduced  the  number  of  fat  cattle  availahle 
for  all  purposes. 

Brazil  has  increased  the  production  of  canned  meat  materially 
since  the  war  "began.    Production  in  19^-2  totaled  approximately  170  million 
pounds,  actual-weight  basis,  an  increase  of  S3  percent  above  19^0.  As 
total  commercial-beef  production  in  19^-2  is  provisionally  estimated  to  be 
about  the  same  as  in  I9U0,  it  is  assumed  that  production  of  other  pro- 
cessed beef,  prohably  charque  (or  dried  beef)  for  local  consumption, 
decreased  materially.     Such  a  decrease  is  indicated  by  statistics  of  pro- 
duction of  meat  in  Federally-inspected  slaughter  houses  in  the  principal 
producing  States  that  furnish  the  hulk  of  the  meat  available  for  export. 
Whereas  the  production  of  charque,  which  is  chiefly  consumed  in  Brazil, 
decreased  during  this  period  from  197  million  pounds  in  1938  to  156  mil- 
lion in  19^2,  canned-meat  production  increased  from  H7  million  pounds 
to  167  million  and  frozen  beef  from  268  million  pounds  to  352  million. 
Approximately  58  percent  of  export  "beef  was  produced  in  the  Sao  Paulo- 
Rio  de  Janeiro  area  in  19^2  and  the  remainder  in  the  State  of  Rio  Grande 
do  Sul.  1/

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SHEEP  AND  LAMB  SLAUGHTER  INCREASES 
IN  CHILEAN  MAGALLANES  .  .  . 


Sheep  and  lamb  slaughter  in  Chilean  Magallanes,  both  for  the 
production  of  frozen  lamb  and  for  "boiling  down  for  tallow-,  was  materi- 
ally larger  in  19U2  than  for  several  years.    The  total  number  of  sheep 
slaughtered  at  packing  plants  in  1942  was  1,152,000  head,  an  increase  of 
27  percent  compared  with  19^1  and  the  largest  number  in  5  years. 

Approximately  72  percent  of  the  sheep  and  lambs  slaughtered  in 
1942  were  converted  into  frozen  carcasses.    The  increase  in  the  number 
so  treated  reached  825,000  against  584,000  in  1941  and 'an  average  of 
737*000  for  the  5-yea.r  period  1 936-1 9^»    There  has  been  a  decline  in 
recent  years  in  exports  of  frozen  meat  from  Chile,  90  percent  of  which 
"consists  of  frozen  mutton  from  Magallanes. 

The  United  Kingdom  has  always  purchased  the  exportable  surplus, 
but  in  recent  years  the  Chilean  Government  has  diverted  larger  and 
larger  proportions  to  the  mining  regions  of  northern  Chile  as  well  as 
to  the  large  consuming  centers  of  central  Chile.    Chilean  consumers 
.have  a  strong  prejudice  against  any  meat  other  than  freshly  chilled, 
but  the  fine  frozen  mutton  from  Magallanes,  now  being  received  in 
larger  quantities  than  formerly,  is  resulting  in  greater  appreciation 
of  frozen  meat.    Formerly  lack  of  refrigerated  storage  and  marketing 
facilities  hampered  the  distribution  of  frozen  meat  to  domestic 
consumers.    Frozen-meat  exports  from  Chile  in  1942  totaled  21  million 
pounds,  an  increase  of  40  percent  above  19^1,  but  a  decrease  of  10 
percent  compared  with  the  average  for  .  the  5  year's,  1 936-1 9**0'

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Tallow  rendering  plants  are  connected  with  each  of  the  five 
freezing  plants  in  Magallanes,  as  such  carcasses  ps  are  suitable  for 
rendering  into  tallow  are  diverted  to  these  plants.    In  19^-2  a  total  of 
137,000  head  was  rendered  into  tallow.    Most  of  the  tallow  is  consumed 
in  Chile,  and  a  substantial  quantity  is  imported.    In  19^0  the  produc- 
tion of  mutton  tallow  in  Magal lanes  totaled  3*850,000  pounds  from 
20^000  carcasses.    This  must  also  include  tallow  rendered  elsewhere. 

-The  ^agallanes  region  of  Chile  is  one  of  the  foremost  sheep-raising 
regions  of  the  world.    II;  is  estimated  that  there  are  at  present  about 
2,800,000  sheep  and  lambs,  mostly  Corriedales,  on  the  ranches  of  the 
Austral  region,  which  includes  Magallanes  and  Aysen  Provinces,  and  the 
Island  of  Tierra  del  Fuego.    In  1935-36,  the  agricultural  census 
enumerated  2,79^»000  head  in  these  regions. 


WOOL  CONSUMPTION  INCREASES 
IN  AUSTRALIA  .  .  . 

Australian  wool  manufacturers  purchased  approximately  1^3  million 
pounds  of  wool  in  19^-1-^2,  which  is  an  increase  of  ^6  percent  above  pre- 
war takings  when  the  domestic  industry  consumed  only  10  percent  of 
production.     Ample  supplies  of  raw  material  are  available  and  operations 
are  limited  only  by  mill  capacity  and  the  manpower  factor.    It  is  believed 
that  consumption  in  the  current  19^2-^+3  season  will  exceed  that  of  last 
year. 

Local  mills  have  manufactured  clothing  and  blankets  for  the  armed 
forces  in  Australia,  in  the  Pacific  Islands,  and  overseas.  Government 
orders  have  naturally  had  priority,  but  the  reduced  civilian  needs  have 
also  not  been  overlooked. 

In  19^0-*+l,  the  quantity  of  ' greasy  wool  scoured  totaled  301  mil- 
lion pounds,  an  increase  of  213  percent  above  the  average  for  the  five 
pre-war  seasons,  193^-35  to  193S-39*    Approximately  192  million  pounds 
of  scoured  wool  were  produced,  the  bulk  of  which  was  consumed  locally* 
although  some  v.* as  exported. 

The  output  of  the  Australian  Wool  industry  in  19^0-^1  included 
Ho  million  square  yards  of  woolen  and  worsted  cloth  (including  flannel) 
and  over  a.  million  pairs  of  blankets.    New  South  Wales  alone  produced 
IS  million  square  yards  of  woolen  and  worsted  cloth  in  1 9^1-^2  and 
36S, 000  pairs  of  blankets.    New  South  'wales  supplied  about  Uo  percent 
of  the  total  production  of  woolen  and  worsted  cloth  in  Australia  in 
I9H0-H1  and  somewhat  over  20  percent  of  the  blankets.
